Dave(KBORZN); Al(KIAJC); Chet(W@CCR); Joe(W6JFL); 
Ken(K@OTEX) and guests Simon(KEQOLRS); Jeff(KFQOHTD), and Violet 
Merrill. 


A moment of silence was called for in memory of Rocky 
Shrum (KEQ@KCR) who recently went SK. He will be missed by all. 


INTRODUCTIONS: 


All in attendance were introduced. 


PROPOSALS FOR MEMBERSHIP: 

There were two proposals for membership. The first was 
Simon Cross (KE@LRS). He holds Technician class license. Recently 
moved back into the area. Was in the club and would like to get back 
into activities with the club. A motion was made by Cliff (K@CA) and 
seconded by Al (NIMAF) to accept Simon’s application and the motion 
carried. Simon was voted in as a member. The second application is 
Jeff Hammontree (KFQHTI). He lives just outside of Center, Missouri 
and holds a General Ticket. He is an ARRL members, and became

A motion was made by 
Al(K9AJC) and seconded by Chet (W@CCR) to accept Jeff as a 
member. The motion carried and Jeff was voted in as a member. 


MINUTES FROM PREVIOUS MEETING: 


Don asked if there were any changes or corrections for the 
minutes of last month’s meeting. Al (N9MAF) brought up a correction 
for repeaters. He said that generally 30 watts would match the receive. 
A 30 watt repeater would generally match the receive of our repeaters. 
With no other changes, a motion was made by Al(K9AJC) and seconded 
by Joe(W6JFL) to accept the minutes with the aforementioned change, 
and the motion carried. 

Ken (KF@KCQ) presented a notice from the Post Office that the 
Hannibal office will be closed from Friday evening, the 18" until 
Sunday evening the 20. Box mail customers will be able to pick up 
mail on Saturday from 9AM to 3 PM. Any other services will have to be 
done at either the New London or Palmyra offices. 


TREASURER’S REPORT: 


Ken(KE@KCQ) made the following Treasurer’s Report:

Petty Cash: $40.00 
Total Club Assets:$4272.37 


A motion was made by Joe(W6JFL) and seconded by Al (K9AJC) 
to accept the treasurer’s report as read. The motion carried. 
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REPEATERS: 


Al (N9MAF) reported that the repeaters seem to be working ok. 
Al found a radio in the building at the 880 site. He took it home to test 
and it does work, it receives and transmits. No way to test audio since it 
doesn’t have a microphone. It is an Asden, and he was thinking that it 
might have been used for packet. Also he thought we had one spare 
repeater, a VHF Engineering, but he also found another repeater made 
out of two of the Asden radios. He hasn’t had the time to track down 
info about it and to see if the unit works. A question was asked about 
packet radio. Don (KDQ@HHN) mentioned further discussion would 
occur under old business, and it was brought up that last month there 
was discussion that the club used to have a packet node at the 880 site. 
Danny Pease in Camp Point used to have a packet node but shut it 
down. He mentioned that packet is still in use. 

Don reported that he found the old Kantronics TNC and took it 
home. It does power up but he has not hooked it up to his radio. He 
also reported that the ARRL has revived their club newsletter and 
announced that they are starting a club grants program established by 
the ARRL foundation. They are offering grants up to $25,000.00 for 
club projects for digital modes and programs. The clubs can start to 
apply in April 2022 by going to the ARRL website to fill out an 
application. Don also mentioned that Tom from A&W said when he 
had an antenna crew in the area he would have them check the 
antennas there. Al reported that the highest antenna does have some 
element damage and there was water in the coax. 

Joe (W6JFL) asked about the operation of packet, would 
messages be placed on a site( bulletin board) and any station in that 
area be able to pick up the messages. Also if internet was down, would 
radio be able to pick up messages, and vice versa if radios were down. 
Answer was yes and not limited by repeater. Don also mentioned that 
St.Louis has several bulleting boards for messages. It was also asked if 
NWS is involved in that. Don said that yeah they are, and also as part 
of his EC duties he has access to NWS chat direct time inputs to NWS, 
Emergency Management, media etc. Simon (KE@LRS) asked what 
type of radio was required and that he had a 54 channel radio that he 
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would donate to the club. Don said that a simple 2 meter radio was all 
that was needed. Don reported that we still have a couple of 2 meter 
units, one from the old repeater that was still good to use, 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS: 


Don asked Joe(W6JFL) if he had heard anything more 
about the possibility of returning to Base 1. Joe said that Eric Murfin 
has a lot going on right now, but has it on his list, Along with his duties 
as Ralls County Emergency Management. It was brought up that we 
used to meet at Base 1. We have the tower with an HF and 2 meter 
antennas on it. Al (K9AJC) asked if the tower was ours and Don 
replied that yes it was. Original idea was to have that serve as an 
alternate EOC in case City of Hannibal EOC was compromised. That 
changed with expansion of Cardinal-Glennon project, but they are no 
longer operating from Base 1. Don also mentioned that Marion County 
911 has an HF and 2 meter radio at their facility, but no antennas 
placed yet. The problem there is the building is designed to withstand 
an F-5 tornado, so running coax through doors for antennas defeats that 
protection factor. We also had a possible antenna left at Training 
center. Last time we did at Base 1 we had CW in one room voice in a 
second room, GOTA and digital in the main room which gave 
separation for COVID. Joe reported that the Administration of the 
Ambulance district is still very supportive of the club, so we could stand 
a chance of getting back there. 


Also dues are due. They are our bread and butter. Ken 
also reported that if you pay the club for your renewal of membership, 
the club gets $2.00 of the renewal fee and if a new member, the club gets 
$15.00 of the new membership 
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NEW BUSINESS: 


Cliff (K@CA) reported that he paid the club dues for the 
Missouri Repeater Council for the year. 


Don asked Ken (KO@TEX) about an idea he presented about 
doing a fundraiser for the club. Ken said that with COVID, he kind of 
let the ideas slide. He had thought about some things that some club 
members might not want to do. Cliff mentioned that the club had 
opportunities in the past to pursue this but decided not to, but he is in 
favor of the club looking into these options. Ken said he would like to 
possibly sit down and think of ideas and present them to the club for 
approval and possibly iron out any problems. Don asked him to come 
up with ideas and bring them to next month’s meeting. Also if anyone 
else has any ideas bring them in as well. Cliff mentioned that in the past 
when we had a need, the club “passed the hat” to get the needed funding 
and if fundraising could give us a cushion in case something happened, 
he would welcome having that. Al (K9AJC) said that having that option 
would also be nice if needed. Ken mentioned that this could possibly get 
other groups involved to help with fundraising. 

Ken also mentioned about the process of training going 
which could help draw in people. Don mentioned DX Engineering was 
putting on seminars, but we needed wi-fi, which we didn’t have in 
Rensselaer, but we do now. This would be beneficial for members who 
may not know how to do things. Ken (KE@KCQ) also mentioned the 
possibility of setting up displays at events such as New London Park 
Days, Fourth of July events downtown or Marion County Fair. 

Don also mentioned special event stations we used to do, 
PASA park, the lighthouse event and other events with did. Don also 
mentioned about doing classes again. Larry (WB2UFO) said he would 
be interested in helping do a class again. He Cliff and I did technician 
classes. Don said he would also check with Mike Hall to see if still 
interested in training personnel to operate the SEMA response vehicle 
that he has. He also recommends that everyone take the ARLL EC-001 
class in Emergency Communications, as well as some of the FEMA 
classes. It is a good class because it involved people from all over the 
country and allowed establishment of contact lists. STEM program was 
also mentioned and that there used to be a club at the Hannibal High 
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School and several club members used to mentor, also still looking at 
any schools doing a STEM night and seeing about setting up displays 
for those events. 


Jeff (KFQHTI asked how far the range of the repeaters 
are. He lives in Center and was hitting both repeaters, Al (N9MAF) 
mentioned that he heard someone talking to a person going back to 
Michigan and he was hitting the repeater from 40 miles out. Don 
reported that he has heard the 880 tone between Macon and Macomb. 
Al has reported that he has hit the 625 from up near the Iowa border. 
Don reported that he had 2 hams from Clark, Missouri check in on 625 
and we have had people from Jacksonville Illinois check in as well so we 
have good sites. 


Simon (KE@LRS) asked when there will be another storm 
spotter class. He had taken one a couple of years ago. Don reported 
that NWS has changed the format of the class. The last in person class 
was done in New London, but with COVID they changes to an online 
class. Don said he would check with NWS to see when an how they are 
doing the classes and he would pass the information along. It was also 
mentioned about the severe weather seminar that Adams County used 
to do, but it went by the wayside. 


Chet (WO@CCR) mentioned about the parks on the air 
program to see about spurning interest in amateur radio. Discussion 
also about doing a go kit for a drawing. Don said he would bring in his 
go kit for next month’s meeting to show everyone. 


Ken asked if the club has status where we can accept 
donations, Cliff said that we are not a 501(c) 3 status. It has been 
brought up at times, but it would involve a lot of time and effort. If it 
were needed for tax purposes, then we might want to look at it. 
Discussion was how long would it take to get one. Cliff said 
approximately 60 days, and there is quite a bit of paperwork.

With no other business, a motion was made by Al (N9MAF) 
and seconded by Al (K9AJC) to adjourn.
